( v ) an Engine Driver and Assistant Engine Driver , 
( vi) a Mains Inspector Grade II and Traffic Inspector attached to Telephone

(vii) a Cable Jointer and a Draughtsman ; 
( b ) Director-General means the Director -General of Posts and Telegraphs ; 
( c ) outside candidate means a candidate who is not a departmental 

candidate ; 
( d ) Service means the service of Repeater Station Assistants of the 

Indian Posts and Tolegraphs Department in the unit of recruitment 
concerned . 


3 Scale of Pay Classification . The prescribed scale of pay of Repcaler 
Station Assistants is Rs 80 — 5 — 120 - - EB - 8 — 200 — 10 / 2 — 230 . The post is classified 
as a General Central Service, Class III (non - gazetted ) non -ministerial post. 


4 . Area of Duty . - - Members of the Service shall belong to the cadre of the unit 
of their recruitment and shall normally be liable for duty only within that unit . 
In special circumstances , which shall be decided by the Director -General, they 
may be called upon to procecd on duty to any place in India . They shall also be 
liable for lield service within India in times of war or national emergency .

Every notice under this rule 
shall, wherever possible, specify the approximate number of vacancies to be Alled . 


7 . Form and contents of application - - Every outside candidate shall submit his 
application in the prescribed form before the date fixed by the Director-General and 
shall indicate the unit in which he wishes to be appointed . He shall also produce 
evidence to show that he has passed the Matriculation or a higher examination of a 
rccognised Indian University or a Secondary Education Board or an equivalent 
examination with Hindi, Sanskrit or the regional language of the unit chosen by 
him as one of the subjects . 

A candidate in Government service shall submit his application to the Head of 
the Circle in which he wishes to be appointed , through the proper channel.

24 . Examination at Training Centre . The trainees shall be examined in the 
subjects taught at the training centre during the period of the training course . 
Candidates who fail to secure the required percentage of marks in one or more 
subjects may be given an extended course of training, not exceeding three months, 
at the discretion of the Divisional Engineer , Telegraphs Training Centre , 

25 . Allowance during trainlug - During the period of training , direct recrults 
will receive an allowance of Rs. 60 / - per month or such amount as may be fixed 
from time to time. Departmental candidates as well as other officials of the

Posts and Telegraphs Department will be entitled to the pay and allowances that 
they would have drawn but for their deputation to the training class , or the training 
allowance whichever is greater . 


PART V - APPOINTMENT 
26 . Appointment. - ( 1 ) Every candidate who has successfully completed the 
course of training , shall be appointed on trial for a period of one year . 

( 2 ) If , in the opinion of the appointing authority , the work or conduct of a 
person appointed on trial is unsatisfactory or shown that he is unlikely to become 
efficient, the appointing authority may either rcyert him to his original post, if 
any, or discharge him forthwith . 

( 3 ) On the completion of the period of trial, the appointing authority may 
confrm the official in his appointment subject to availability of permanent posts 
or may extend the period of trial by such further period as the appointing authority 
may think fit. 

( 4 ) If no action is taken by the appointing authority under sub - rule ( 2 ) Or 
sub -rule ( 3 ) , the period after the prescribed period of trial shall be treated as an 
engagement from month to month terminable , on either side, on the expiry of 
one calendar month s notice in writing . 


27 . Other conditions of Service . — The conditions of service in respect of matters 
for which no provision is made in these rules shall be the same as are for the 
time being applicable to other officers of the Government of India of corresponding 
category .

setter shall, unless delivered personally , be sent by registered post. 


( 2 ) Such letter shall contain information on the following points , namely : 

( a ) the parties to the water dispute ; 
(b ) the specific matters in dispute between them ; 
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( c ) any other matter connected with or relevant to the water dispute; and 

( d ) the efforts, if any , made by the parties themselves to settle the dispute. 
4 . Notice to parties to nominate representatives . — The Tribunal shall , for the 
purpose of the proceedings before it , require the parties to the dispute , in the 
form set out in the Annexure to these rules , to nominate , within a specified time, 
persons to present their case before it. 

5 . Procedure if representatives are not nominated - Where a party to the 
proceedings before a Tribunal fails to nominate any representative to present its 
case before the Tribunal or where the representative so nominated does not appear 
before the Tribunal, the Tribunal may decide the case in the absence of such 
representative . 

6 . Remuneration , allowances or fees . Where the presiding officer of a Tribunal, 
or assessor is not a serving judge of the Supreme Court or a High Court or a 
salaricd officer of the Union or the State Government, as the case may be, he may 
be granted such remuneration , allowances or fees as may be sanctioned by the 
Central Government in consultation with the Chief Justice of India in the case of 
a presiding officer and in consultation with the presiding officer in the case of an 
assessor , 

7 . Appointment of officers of the Hbunal, and thoir terms and conditions of 
service — The Central Government may, in consultation with the presiding officer 
of the Tribunal, appoint on such terms and conditions as it may determine officers 
for the Tribunal. 

8 Expenditure to be borne by the Central Government. - All administrative 
expenditure of the Tribunal and its office , shall be initially borne by the Central 
Government, but will later on be adjusted in accordance with the decision of the 
Tribunal as laid down in sub -section ( 3 ) of Section 9 . 

9 . Headquarters of the Tribunal. The Central Government may, by notifcation 
in the Official Gazette , fx the headquarters of the Tribunal at such place as it 
decms At.
